MOTOR TRAFFIC 
ON TURNPIKE 
IS INCREASING 


HARRISBURG OB—’The Pennsyl­ 
vania Turnpike Commission report­ 
ed today traffic on its new 67-mile 
western extension “has exceeded 
all our expectations” 
A commission spokesman, at the 
same time, said the tem porary 50 
mile per hour speed limit between 
the Pittsburgh and gateway inter­ 
changes would be removed as soon 
as possible. The rest of the 325- 
mile toll road carries a 70 M P H. 
limit. 
“While we can’t give out any 


accurate figures for th# western 
extension, spot traffic checks indi­ 
cate it is being used far more than 
we had expected,“ the spokesman 
said. 
“We are certain that the western 
extension has contributed greatly 
to the record 50.000 vehicles using 
the turnpike each day," he said. 
The commission said the lower 
speed limit was placed on the new 
road 
until 
contractors 
finished 
grading the shoulders and install­ 
ing guard rails. Several of the 
restaurant-service stations are also 
just being completed. 
Join With Ohio 
The new section, connecting with 
the original 
turnpike 
at 
Irwin, 
Westmoreland County, eventually 
wdll be Joined at Petersburg. O., by 
a similar toll road now being con­ 
structed in Ohio. The extension cur­ 
rently ends in a wheat field on 


the Ohio border. 
The 
commission 
credited 
the 
heavy traffic in the west to motor­ 
ists and truck drivers anxious to 
avoid the congestion of metropoli­ 
tan Pittsburgh. 
Within the next two years a new 
33-mile section will be opened in 
the east, connecting the present 
eastern terminus at King of Prus­ 


sia, Montgomery County, with TM 
Routes I and 13 near Langhorne 
That wilH divert traffic from th* 
metropolitan Philadelphia area. 
* 
The new road will eventually con 
nect with the New Jersey Turnplk# 
via a new Delaware River crossing 
near Bristol.
